He is B former officer of the nov extinet Imperial Japanese Aimyj a politiciai 
and ex-member of the fiouse of RepresentatiTea (liiberal Denocrats). Knovn aa author 
several books relative to Wbrld Var TI in which he took part es a staff officer* 

Was bom in lehikawa Prefeeture* Graduated from the Military Academy in 
1938; fron the Anny Staf f College in 1931. Took part in the bettle in Shanghai area 
that oceured that year (aa Captain)« tater ha vas oppolnted C^xanoeder of a Company 
attached to the Miiltary Acadeiny. Then atteched to the 2nd Infantry Regiment in 
Kito (Ibaragi Prefeeture )j Xwaiitung årmy aa a Staff officer; Japanese Army in China, 
elso as s Staff officer. In the War of the Pacific, he took pert in the campalgns 
in Singapore and Guadelcanal, and finally in Thailand. Cto Aug. 15, 1945, he ran eway 
from the Htodquarters of the Japanese Anny in the Siamese arce, and travellcd in the 
Asiatlc Continent and in Japan incognito until the search for the suspected V/* ?.*5 
ves dlscontinued. In 1950, he reappeared on the surfoce of the society and øtarted 
writing booka* In the general election cf 1952, he cane forward as e candidote for a 
eeat in the Diet, and was retumed for lahlkava Prefocture with the highest mark. 

Since then, he has béén elected en K*P. twice (altogether three times taklng into eccouj 
his first election in 1952). With the advent of the age for rearmament, his opinion 
is stcadlly galning influence on the public. (A few montba ego, he resigned his 
meabership in the Diet due to a scandal in which his sen vas involvod.)
